Army Bows to Sikh’s Religion, 
Lets Draftee Keep His Long Hair

WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—A Sikh, whose forebears were 
famed fighting men of India’s 
army, will be allowed to wear the 
long hair required by his religion 
while he’s a United States soldier. 

The man, whose name was not 
revealed, wrote President Tru- 
man Feb. 28 saying he was born 
in this country, the son of East 
Indian parents, and was being 
afted. 
“IT am willing to barter my life 
for my country,” he Wrote, “but 
as one of the great freedoms of 
this country advocates freedom of 
religion, I am writing to you as

long hair.”

When the King subcommittee 
met today, two Republican mem- 
bers, Robert T. Kean of New Jer- 
sey and Carl Curtis of Nebraska, 
called attention to Williams’s 
statement and suggested the com- 
mittee call McLarney, assistant 
commissioner of internal revenue. 
It was McLarney who made the 
ruling on the tax deductions of 
campaign “‘Joans.” 
A Senate investigation also was 
demanded by Senator Herman 
Welker, member of the Senate 
Electiéns Committee. An Idaho 
Republican, Welker said he will 
insist his group look into Wil- 
liams’s reports in an effort to 
plug loopholes in election laws. 
Williams’s disclosure, Welker 
said, was a “revolting, shocking 
thing.” 

Senator Williams (Rep.), Dela- 
ware, reported that three wealthy 
contributors to the Democratic 
party were permitted by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau to charge 
off 90 per cent of $410,000 in 
“campaign contributions” for in- 
come tax purposes.

BAR'S STUDY OF OFFICE 
UF GIRGUIT ATTORNEY 


Committee Against Assistants 
Practicing on Side; Other 
Recommendations. 


Assistant circuit attorneys 
should not be permitted to prac- 
tice law on the side, the special 
committee on criminal justice of 
the Bar Association of St. Louis 
has recommended in a_ report 
made public today. 

Noting that the latest telephone 
directory shows six of the 13 mem- 
bers of the office listed as main- 
taining private offices for the 
practice of law, the report ex- 
presses the opinion the part-time 
character of their service impeded 
the work of the circuit attorney’s 
office. 


No determination of the actual 
need for enlarg.ng the office can 
be made until all present mem- 
bers are devoting full time to 
their duties, the committee re- 
ported. It suggested that if present 
compensation is inadequate, the 
remedy is not in permitting the 
assistants to engage in outside 
practice but in better salaries. 

At present, the first assistant 
receives $7200 a year, six assist- 
ants get $5800, two are paid $5000 
and two $4400. One assistant, em- 
ployed on an emergency basis, 
gets $5000. 

In other recommendations the 
report called for annual detailed 
reports on the operation of the 
office, assignment of a compe- 
tent lawyer to full-time legal re- 
search and preparation of briefs, 
and appointment of another bar 
committee to study the advisabil- 
ity of combining the functions of 
the prosecuting attorney and cir- 
cuit attorney.

REFINERIES SHUT

Stocks on Hand at Sea- 
sonal High—Wage Ne- 
gotiations Are on Plant- 
by-Plant Basis.

DENVER, April 30 (AP)—About 
half the oil workers in the nation 
went on strike today while local- 
ized negotiations continued in an 
effort to break the threat to de- 
fense, industry: and transportation. 

The walkout over wages and 
working conditions ended months 
of fruitless bargaining and -Gov- 
ernment attempts at settlement. 
Taking part immediately were 
nearly 90,000 CIO, AFL and inde- 
pendent union mémbers in refine- 
ries, pipelines and distribution 
plants. 

Union officers estimated 44 per 
cent of refinery capacity was cut 
of. They hinted a spread of the 
walkout if a speedy settlement is 
not reached. 

In Washington Federal Media- 
tion Chief Cyrus S. Ching an- 
nounced an agreement has been 
reached between Standard Oil Co. 
of Indiana and one. independent 
union, involving 1300 workers at 
the Sugar Creek (Mo.) refinery 
near Kansas City. 

Ching said Standard of Indiana 
and the union agreed on wage 
increase of 15 cents an hour, ef- 
fective tomorrow. In _ addition, 
employes will receive a 4.2 per 
cent pay boost on their present 

Fuel Stocks Large. 

Only spot shortages of gasoline 
for trucks and automobiles threat- 
ened immediately. Stocks are at a 
seasonal high. However, Joseph 
A. Lentz, Denver regional man- 
ager for Continental Oil said if 
the strike continues long enough, 
“we'll all be walking and then 
they'll settle it.” 

Railroads, anticipating the long- 
threatened walkout, have stock- 
piled diesel fuel. The Santa Fe 
reported a two-month supply; the 
New York Central enough for 30 
days. Industry and utilities have 
built up stocks and some are 
ready to switch from oil to coal. 

Supervisory personnel helped 
keep natural gas flowing to the 
Midwest and East Coast but both 
were threatened with up to a 50 
per cent cut in gas. 


What Unions Want. 

The most optimistic notes came 
from the West Coast. Workers 
were told by the CIO Oil Workers 
International Union to stay on

Dispersion: Plan 


Finished Under C. of C. Direction — May 
Become Pattern for Communities 
Throughout Nation. 


An industrial dispersion plan, 
developed as a protective mea- 
sure against possible enemy air 
attack, has been finished under 
the direction of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Metropolitan St. 
Louis and is the first such: plan 
brought to completion in the na- 
tion, it was learned today. 


The plan covers a_ two-state 
area of 60 to 70 miles in all di- 
rections from St. Louis and speci- 
fies 263 sites for industries which 
may be situated in this area in 
the future. The plan. contains 
no suggestion for the moving of 
any existing plant. — : 


Success of the plan will de- 
pend upon the co-operation of 
new industries moving into the 
area, it was pointed out, because 
location of plants at the 263 rec- 
ommended sites will be on a vol- 
untary basis. 

The plan is opposed to an orig- 
inal National Security. Resources 
Board proposal to force industry 
to locate in an area not of its 
own choosing and to move de- 


fense industries away from. the 
larger. cities. 

Upon learning of the St. Louis 
plan, which was conceived in de- 
tail by John D. Kerr, director of 
the Chamber’s industrial bureau, 
the NSRB requested permission 
to give national distribution to its 
basic features. The NSRB has 
indicated that the St. Louis plan | 
could become a pattern for use| 
in communities throughout the | 
nation.

Its remaining route lay over 
barren plateaus and thick jungles 
to Belem at the mouth of the 
Amazon, then along the northern 
Atlantic coast of South America 
to Trinidad. Pan American World 
Airways officers said planes from 
the United States Navy and Air 
Force, the Brazilian Air Force and 
civilian airlines were engaged in 
the emergency search over the 
entire route. 

The United States Air Force 
said in Washington that 17 planes 
have been ordered into the search 
by the Air Rescue Service and 
the Strategic Air Command. The 
planes, ranging from B-29s to a 
helicopter, were dispatched from 
bases in Puerto Rico and the 
United States.

PITTSBURGH, April 30 (AP)—

scattered damage to costly steel- 
making equipment. But the walk- 
out was peaceful and orderly. 

Executives had’ feared the un- 
precedented haste with which 
workers poured out of the plants 
would result in extensive damage 
to costly equipment, but their 
worries appeared groundless ex- 
cept for scattered. instances. 

In many plants workers them- 
selves made sure maintenance 
standby crews remained to cool 
off furnaces when the rest of the 
employes picked up their lunch 
boxes and headed for home. 

At Cleveland, Republic Steel 
Corp. reported its plants through- 
out the nation will be completely 
shutdown today with no damage 
to steelmaking facilities, although 
in the past, steel companies have 
taken two and three days to com- 


plete an orderly shutdown process.

Rosenman recounts that in 1944 
Roosevelt heard Willkie had 
broached the idea of a:néw «party 
to the late Gifford Pinchot and 
suggested a conference with Will- 
kie in the summer of 1944 to talk 
over the plan. 

Talk Postponed. 

Roosevelt wanted to talk with 
Willkie before the 1944 election. 
But Willkie suggested the talk be 
postponed until after the election 
lest it appear he was trading. 
Willkie at the time was under 
pressure to support Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, who later won the Re- 
publican presgjdential nomination 
that year. 


“The project was never even 
discussed between them directly,” 
' Rosenman said. “By election day, 
Willkie was dead. Five months 
after the election Roosevelt was 
dead.” (Willkie died Oct. 8, 1944. 
Roosevelt’s death came on April 
12, 1945.) 

Rosenman went on to say that 
{t was “a herculean task which 
these two political leaders had 
thought of undertaking.” 

“No combination other than 
Roosevelt and Willkie could have 
done it,” he said. ‘“‘Had Roosevelt 
and Willkie lived, their political 
alliance might have been so firm- 


ly cemented by 1948, that a great | 


schism might. have taken place in 
that year.” 

The author, a former New York 
supreme court justice, said the 
need for a realignment of poli- 
tical forces continues, but asked: 

“Even if Truman were willing, 
where is there another Willkie?” 

Son Denies Story. 

Willkie’s son, Philip H. Willkie, 
an Indiana state representative, 
denied tonight that his father ever 
considered such plans. 

“Roosevelt wrote my father in 
the summer of 1944 asking him to 
meet him and discuss foreign 
policy and the peace situation,” 
Willkie said at his home at Rush- 
ville, Ind. 

“My father refused to meet 
with the President.and discuss 
anything at all until after the 
election for fear that his action 
would be misunderstood. . 

“In fact, Roosevelt was angling 


to. get my father into a position 
that would create the impression 


he was supporting Roosevelt for 
a fourth term.

quarter at $43,534,212, equal to 
$1.43 a common share, compared 


with $48,663,781, or $1.62 a share |

Chairman Irving S. Olds said

RESIDENT TRUMAN probably has written more letters 

than any other President of the United States, including 

Theodore Roosevelt. 

He likes to write letters. In spite of the terrific pressure 
of his daily schedule, he writes many personal letters a day, 
some in longhand, of which he seldom keeps copies, and others 
that are dictated. 

The President said: 

“I rarely write angry letters. 
As a matter of fact, aside from 
official letters, most of the let- 
ters I write are the letters of a 
good neighbor. I like to gossip 
with friends. I like to exchange 
views and opinion with people in 
all walks of like”. .

NE day the President said 
() that sometimes he wrote let- 

ters which he never sent but 
wished he had sent. For ex- 
ample, here is a letter written 
to a prominent journalist. The 
President had come to the con- 
clusion, however, that it was “a 
waste of time to try to convince 
this particular gentleman”. 

It is so much a reflection of 
the President’s thinking and 
style that I persuaded him to 
have the letter printed here. 

It deals with the recently re- 
vised security rules of the gov- 
ernment. The columnist had 
criticized the President for hav- 
ing listened to government of- 
ficials trying to suppress the 
news. 

“Sunday, Oct. 1951. 

“My dear — : I’ve just read 
your column about my security 
press conference. You give me 
credit for the responsibility of 
the men who were the sources 
of the information about which 
I talked. I wish that were true. 

“You see some of the gen- 
erals and the admirals and the 
career men in government look 
upon the occupant of the White 
House as only a temporary nui- 
sance who soon will be suc- 
ceeded by another temporary 
occupant who won’t find out 
what it is all about for a long 
time and then it will be too 
late to do anything about it. 

“You newspaper men have a 
complex that anyone who tells 
you of any of your many short- 
comings is either ambitious to 
be a dictator or else he is an 
ignoramus. But you should take 
into consideration that we are 
no longer in the gay nineties 
of Ben Harrison, William Mc- 
Kinley or Teddy the Rough 
Rider. 

“We are faced with the most 
terrible responsibility that any 
nation ever faced. From Darius 
I’s Persia, Alexander’s Greece, 
Hadrian’s Rome, Victoria’s Brit- 
ain, no natin or group of na- 
tions has had our respensibil- 
ities. If we could spend one 
year’s military appropriations 
to develop the: Euphrates Val- 
ley, the plateau of Ethiopia, the 
tableland of South America— 
if we could open the Rhine- 
Danube waterway, the Kiel Ca- 
nal, the Black Sea Straits to 
free trade, if Russia would be a 
good neighbor and use her 
military expenditures for her 
own economic development, I 
would not have to scold the 
publishers for giving away our 
military secrets. Wish you’d do 
a little soul searching and see 
if at great intervals the Presi- 
dent may be right. 

“The country is yours as well 
as mine. You find no trouble in 
SUPPRESSING hews in which 
I’m interested. Why can’t you 
do a little safety policing?”

dicate the President’s views

The Immediate Issué 
Here is how the stee] controversy stands now: 
1. Federal District Judge Pine of Washington, 

4@ Democrat appointed by Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
has ruled that President Truman’s seizure *of 
the steel industry under “inherent powers” was 
without authority in the Constitution. 

2. Philip Murray, head of the CIO-United Steel 
Workers Union, has called the 650,000 workers 
out on strike on the grounds that they had “no 
alternative but to cease work immediately.” 

3. Judge Pine has issued an injunction order- 
ing the Government to return the steel industry 
to its owners. He has also refused te delay the 
effectiveness of the injunction. This creates the 
basis for an immediate appeal. ; 

Judge Pine’s ruling will be appealed to higher 
courts by the Government and only their review 
can determine whether the District Judge’s order 
will be upheld or overruled. The injunction 
itself will doubtless become the subject of legal 
action and this will add to the issues which will 
need to be passed upon by the Supreme Court. 

The immediate one is the issue of the strike 
and the cessation of production in a national 
emergency. | 

We do not attempt to say whether a situatio 
might not have arisen which would have left 
the workers with only the alternative of walking 
out of the steel mills. In our opinion such a 
situation clearly had not come. 


The part that steel plays in the support of the 
Korean war effort and the building up of de- 
fense of Western Europe against the threat of 
Communist aggression is too evident to require 
elaboration. Thousands of men go into the 
armed forces every month by order of the Gov- 
ernment. Prices are controlled. The steady 
flow of steel into defense plants is a vital aspect 
of this emergency economy. 


In such a situation there is the heaviest kind 
of obligation on both the steel industrialists and 
the union leaders to keep the furnaces going. 
Undoubtedly there‘has been fault on the side 
of the industry. When Clarence Randall, presi- 
dent of Inland Steel, replied to President Tru- 
man’s seizure announcement, the steel executive 
displayed a belligerent attitude that helped ex- 
plain the impasse. , 


The workers, on the other hand, although en- 
titled to an increase in wages, are not in a 
plight which justifies tying up the defense effort 
of the nation. The amount of the increase is a 
proper subject for collective bargaining and it 
is by collective bargaining that the amount ap- 
parently now will be worked out. 

What is most distressing of all is that a strike 
has come after repeated postponements and the 
passage of months during which the differences 
should have been adjusted. 


The country will expect both sides to now do 
what they have not done up to now—get to- 
gether. The role of the Government is less clear 
but it probably will need to make a new con- 
tribution in connection with an increase in the 
price of steel. 

Judge Pine’s ruling must not be allowed to 
distract attention from the immediate issue. As 
soon as possible, the wage dispute must be set- 
tled and steel products started again on their 
way to the military bases in Korea. 
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What the Bay State Vote Shows 

There is a special significance to the Massa- 
chusetts presidential primary results. No names 
were on the ballot. Every vote was a write-in. 

In this situation, the Republicans cast more 
than 235,000 votes for Gen. Eisenhower to some 
100,000 for Senator Taft, a preference of about 
212 to 1. The general even received 15,000 


Democratic write-in votes, to some 5000 for the 


Ohio Senator. 

_ In short, among both Democrats and Republi- 
cans who wrote in names in the Massachusetts 
primary, Gen. Eisenhower is the choice of more 
than twice the number of voters who favor 
Senator Taft. 

The race for delegates is still far from won 
and much contesting will be done between now 
and the first G.O.P. roll call in July in Chicago. 
Yet the returns from the Bay State could turn 
out to be the most telling pre-convention influ- 
ence on the Eisenhower-Taft battle. 
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Congress, Civil Defense Roadblock 


President Truman’s request for adequate civil 
defense funds cannot continue to be ignored by 
Congress except at its own peril, and the peril 
of millions of other Americans. How much the 
President thinks it a practical necessity to ob- 
tain protection against possible air raids is indi- 
cated by what he has done at the White House. 
There a bomb shelter has been built at a cost 
of $868,000. ‘Meanwhile, most Americans lack 
any kind of bomb shelter at all, even an impro- 
vised one. 

The reason, as Gov. Dewey of New York points 
out, is that Congress has made itself a roadblock. 
In response to Mr. Truman’s request for $535,- 
000,000 for the Federal Civil ,Defense Adminis- 
tration last year, Congress appropriated. $75,000,- 
000. New York State alone wants two thirds 
that much for shelters—only one of the several 
costs of an adequate protection program—and 
has put up $25,000,000 of its own to be supple- 
mented by federal and municipal appropriations. 

Congress should make enough money available 
to make a difference in terms of lives saved in 
cease air raids on American cities should occur. 
Penny wise, in these touchy days, may be atom 
foolish. It is a larger wisdom which the Presi- 
dent is once again pressing upon a still apa- 
thetic Congress. 
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Transit in Two Parts 


A metropolitan area that barely supports one 
transit system can hardly support two. The diffi- 


- culty of doing so is apparent in the new efforts 


of St. Louis County Transit Co. to meet its defi-. 
cit. The company has just won an increase in 
children’s fares and hopes to cut service on six 
bus lines. 

Perhaps the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion will have some afterthoughts on this situa- 
tion. For in 1950 the commission allowed St. 
Louis Public Service Co. to abandon two street- 
car routes so County Transit could take them 
over. The suburban routes were not profitable 
for the more profitable company so they were 
given to the smaller and weaker firm. 


Chairman Morris Osborn and Commissioner 
Charles Henson dissented vigorously. They noted 
that the route rearrangement was supposed to 
benefit County Transit but actually benefited 
Public Service. Even the commission majority 
had its doubts, and said: 

We seriously doubt that the immediate 
relief that will aecrue to County Transit will. 
be lasting or will extricate that company 
from its financial dilemma. It is imperative 
therefore that the course of action we pre- 
scribe in this case be in the nature of a tem- 
porary or trial basis. 

Events have borne out the doubts. Last year 
County Transit had to increase its fares. It 


é 


dropped one bus line entirely. Despite all the 
palliatives it is still money. 

After nearly two years of this, the Public 
Service Commission might. offer an opinion on 
its previous opinion that the “course of action 
we prescribe” was only temporary. Beyond that, 
does the commission think it makes sense for 
the St. Louis area to have two transit systems, 
both raising fares, both cutting service, and only 
one making any money? | 
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Tax-Exempt Campaign Gifts? 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue was of sub- 
stantial help to the Democrats in the raising of 
campaign funds, aceording to Senator John J. 
Williams, the Delaware Republican who has been 
conducting a personal crusade against abuses @nd 
corruption in this branch of the government. 
Senator Williams charges that the Bureau 
ruled that at least three men might write off as 
bad debts 90 per cent of certain funds which they 
supplied for Democratic electioneering. This was 
“done by having Democratic campaigners sign 
notes for the amounts involved and then treat- 
ing these as loans rather than as gifts. With the 
elections out of the way and the campaign chests 
all but empty, a 10 per cent repayment was ten- 
dered and the remainder could be claimed as an 
income tax deduction under the ruling. 
Marshall Field and lawyers for the late David 
A. Schulte denied that their clients took advan- 
tage of the ruling. On behalf of the third, Rich- 
ard J. Reynolds of Winston-Salem, N. C., there 
was no comment. But in any event, the ruling 
is a shabby one. _ 

The law is quite clear that gifts made to politi- 
cal organizations for political purposes cannot be 
claimed as tax deductions. Further, the allowable 


: - 


deduction for bad debts is meant to cover bona . 


fide losses. But it is all too easy to\see how poli- 
ticians of easy conscience might be tempted to 
take advantage of this to solicit “bargains” in 
campaign contributions. 

It has become a common argument in support 
of generous giving to all sorts of causes that the 
gift does not cost the donor very much if he is 
in the higher tax brackets. “Uncle Sam really 
pays the bill,” runs this argument. “It is a.choice 
of giving the money to us, or giving niost of it to 
the tax collector.” 

It is proper that governnient should encourage 
philanthropy. Charitable; educational and cul- 
tural activities should be supported: and, within 
reason, such support should not be penalized by 
taxation. On the other hand, there is something 
very dubious,about a philosophy which approves 
questionable donations and expenditures simply 
as a device for paying less to the Treasury. 

There is, after all, an obligation on the citizen 
to support his government according to his 
means. That is why Senator Paul Douglas has 
been appealing for a limit on the amount to be 
spent for liquor, entertaining and other lavish 
and abnormal business activities and then claimed 
as a tax deduction. 

Logically, this brings up the whole question of 
legal control over the financing of campaigns. 
Existing regulations are unrealistic and full of 
loopholes. This has been demonstrated by one 
committee after another. Yet Congress in this 
election year seems most reluctant to come to 
grips with the problem. But it will have to do 
so if the moral tone of politics is to be improved. 

The men on Capitol Hill might make a begin- 
ning by taking a closer look at Senator Wil- 
liams’s latest charges. The idea of using the in- 
come tax laws and the Bureat: of Internal Reve- 
nue in the raising of campaign funds is abhor- 
rent. It is not merely a subject for partisan 
recriminations in an election year. It is a chal- 
lenge to corrective action. 
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, Why Refight the Rapido? 

The appointments of Gen. Matthew Ridgway 
as NATO commander and of Gen. Mark Clark as 
Far East commander were generally well re- 
ceived in the Senate, with one vociferous excep- 
tion. Senator Long of Louisiana’tried to resur- 
rect Gen. Clark’s Rapido campaign. 

How many times must this World War I bat- 
tle be refought in Congress? The Rapido engage- 
ment was first brought up when Gen. Clark was 
nominated for promotion in 1946. Texas Na- 
tional Guard ynits had suffered heavy casualties 
in this battle in Italy. Gen. Clark explained that 
he ordered the Rapido attack to hold up German 
forces which might have crushed our Anzio 
beachhead. 

He was decorated for this. The War Depart- 
ment commended him for sound judgment. And 
in view of this, Senate committee members said 
there was no need for an investigation. 

But Senator Connally of Texas raised the ques- 
tion again last year when Clark was nomirfated 
to be ambassador to the Vatican. The Rapido 
campdign obviously had nothing to do with this 
appointment, which Clark never got. Now Sena- 
tor Long wants to go over the old battleground. 

This is completely unnecessary. Gen. Clark's 
record in the war, as occupation commander in 
Italy and as Army field forces commander later 
has been distinguished. His record as a combat 
commander, said Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, Past- 
Dispatch military analyst, “is not surpassed by 
any American.” 

Now no serious move is predicted in the Sen- 
ate to block the Clark assignment. And that 
makes Senator Long’s solitary demand for a re- 
view of the Rapido even more unnecessary. 
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Responsibility of the Colleges 

Advocates of inflated and commercialized col- 
lege sports programs ought to be considerably 
sobered by the cloud that big time basketball has 
brought to the University of Kentucky. Not only 
has the cloud darkened reputations of those 
players who admitted taking bribes to fix games, 
it extends to the coach and university administra- 
tion as well. 

Although the truth of this should have been 
obvious long before this, it has taken a New York 
judge to drive it"home. In suspending sentences 
on three Kentucky players who admitted bribe- 
taking, Judge Saul Streit pointed out that the 
university and its coach, Adolph Rupp, must 
share responsibility with the fixers for corrupt- 
ing and demoralizing the players. 

Judge Streit charged that the university spent 
large sums on its team, encouraged and toler- 
ated cribbing by star players, subsidized athletes 
and admitted unqualified students on athletic 
scholarships. He accused Mr. Rupp of openly 
subsidizing players, deliberately sacrificing the 
physical welfare of star athletes and discussing 
gambling on games with his players. 

Whether the umiversity and Mr. Rupp were 
involved so deeply as Judge Streit charges is still 
a matter of future proof. But commercialization 
of college sports leads invariably to abuses of 
this kind as colleges compete with one another 
for players and profit. The cure, as Judge Streit 
says, is for the colleges to adopt and enforce the 
program of strict amateurism proposed by the 
American Council on Education. It’s as simple

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Prisoners “on Strike” 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


Prison population of country is restive, as “strikes” and violence 
in Michigan and New Jersey showed; prisoners want better living 
conditions, more rehabilitation training, psychiatry and aid: many 
prisoners and wardens both feel states are indifferent to their needs.

The prison population of this country— 
about 167,000 at the moment—is fouhd by 
officials to be restive and inclined to a 
rebellious mood. Prisoners, in effect, are 
going on strike for better living conditions. 

Conditions under which prisoners eat, 
sleep, work and nurture hopes for a return 
to freedom often are far from favorable. 
There is crowding. Discipline often is 
harsh. Expenses have 
gone up more than 
prison budgets, so 
that the quality of 
food and care may 
have suffered. At- 
tractions of other 
jobs at better pay 
make it difficult to 
staff prisons with 
high-quality person- 
nel. 

The result is a res- 
tiveness that has 
erupted in recent 
weeks into five riots 
in Michigan and New James VY. Bennett 
Jersey. Federal and 
state penitentiaries throughout the country 
have been warned, moreover, that the mu- 
tinies may spread. 

These troubles do not appear to reflect 
a more incorrigible attitude on the part 
of prisoners generally. They are not a 
reflection, either, of a great rise in the 
number of criminals behind bars. The pris- 
on population is 15,000 under that of 1939. 


The uprisings, as experts on penal prob- 
lems view them, grow mainly from a de- 
sire of the prisoners to improve their lot 
in prison and their chances for a normal 
life after they get out. As things stand, 
these experts say, prisoners on the whole 
feel that nobody is interested in them as 
human beings. 


The grievances that led to violence in 
prisons in Michigan and New Jersey pro- 
vide clues to the things that bother prison- 
ers generally. Men who run prisons con- 
sider the complaints typical of those in 
penitentiaries from coast to coast. 

Brutality on the part of guards is high 
on the list of complaints in many prisons. 
Inmates insist brutal guards be fired. 


Prisoners are protesting also against 
restraint equipment that they consider in- 
humane. Yet they seem to be willing to 
put up with such customary devices as 
leg irons, handcuffs and wrist chains. 

Prison officials usually deny that bru- 
tality exists in the penitentiaries. But offi- 
cials are abandoning the old theory that 
the way to stop a career of crime is by 
dealing out physical punishment. 

Sex “deviates” are another major annoy- 
ance for men in prison. Inmates are de- 
manding that such persons be segregated, 
along with those inclined to commit acts 
of violence. Sex deviates are found in sub- 
stantial numbers in many prisons, however, 
and segregation becofmes a costly and 
difficult problem. In prisons with perhaps 
a third more inmates than they were built 
to hold, separation of one large gro@p from 
another often becomes impossible. 

Psychiatric aid, more and more, is sought 
with eagerness by men in penal institu- 


tions. They are asking, too. for more coun- 
seling service than most prisons are able 
to provide. Even the toughest, most unruly 
prisoners are found to be asking for such 
assistance. 

That is evidence, as the experts see it, 
that the modern criminal is aware that 
part of his trouble may be due to his mal- 
adjustments to society and not necessarily 
to an inherent urge to do wrong. 

James V. Bennett, director of the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons, is of the opinion that 
there is a real “hunger of the prisoners 
for information and guidance.” He believes 
that prisoners often havg a sincere yearn- 
ing for someone to extend the helping hand 
that will enable them to abandon careers 
of crime. 7 

Prisoners are eager, Mr. Bennett says, 
fo learn new skills that will enable them 
to make their way honestly in the world. 
They want advice on how to find jobs, how 
to avoid being shunned by family, former 
friends, and prospective employers. 

Under present budgets, however, many 
prison administrations point out that they 
are unable to attract and hire the trained 
personnel required to provide adequate 
psychiatric and counseling service. 


Parole practices are another common 
cause of criticism among convicts. They 
want assurances that parole boards will 
give them considerate hearings and release 
them promptly when they are entitled to 
release. Then there are complaints that 
food, lighting, sanitation and medical care 
are unsatisfactory. 

The answer, again and again, is largely 
that the money and personnel are not 
available to improve things. Prison funds, 
in some instances, have been cut in the 
face of rising costs. Prisoners and their 
keepers are in frequent agreement that 
members of state legislatures seem indif- 
ferent to the financial needs of prisons. 
They feel that legislatures may prefer to 
economize at the expense of prisoners 
rather than of constituents. 

Progress is slow and uneven in the direc- 
tion of treating prisoners as persons who 
are sick and in need of help rather than 
as born criminals. Rehabilitation of crim- 
inals is difficult to carry out in antiquated 
prisons with skimpy funds. 

Crime itself, if the population of these 
and other prisons is a guide, is not in 
a period of growth in this country. The 
number of prisoners in state and federal 
institutions is down about 8 per cent from 
before the war. 

Even so, plenty of crimes still are being 
committed in the United States. 

Three out of five arrested, it turns out, 
have previous criminal records. These re- 
peaters probably are the persons most 
likely to wind up in already bulging 
prisons. 

Prisons, lacking money for expansion, 
improvement and better personnel, are 
certain to keep on bulging. What the 
wardens fear is that more riots may be 
on the way.

Between Book Ends 


The Glory of Square Sail 


FAREWELL WINDJAMMER, by Holger Thesileff, 
{Thames & Hudson, 240 pgs., $3.50.) 
It seems that a young Swedish philoso 

pher shipped out in 1949 on one of the 
last old windjammers, rapidly acquired a 
salty veneer and then dashed off this half- 
landlubber, half-sheliback chronicle that 
might well be subtitled “Two Thirds of a 
Year Before the Mast.” He sailed from 
South Wales to Australia in the four- 
masted barque Passat as an apprentice 
seaman and on the return leg, because of 
desertions and the general landlubberliness 
of his crew, the skipper made him acting 
third mate. 

Alan Villiers, a master mariner and the 
author of a score of deepwater books, says 
in the preface: “The achievement of the 
young author of this book in becoming 
acting third mate of a great four-masted 
barque after only four months’ experience 
at sea, is surely unique.” It is a great 
tribute to Capt. Ivar Hagerstrand that his 
Passat didn’t come to grief, considering 
there*were only four old sea dogs on the 
whole ship. As Villiers puts it: “On my 
first reading of this story I felt, good God, 
it is high time such ships have gone, when 
they can be served so badly.”. Yet on a 
rereading he concludes: “(Thesleff) has 
shown us something of the glory of square 
sail, and being a landsman, has shown this 
in landsmen’s words which all can under- 
stand.”

On the passage down to Australia, the 
greenhorns—men and boys—spent their 
time learning that one didn’t haul on a. be- 
layed line and that ratlines and buntlines 
were quite different. Coming back, with 
14 more greenhorns added to the crew, 
Passat won what probably was the last 
of the once famous Grain Races. She 
beat, another 4700-ton barque, the Pamir. 
But it-is Thesleff’s straightforward account 
of life at sea, his observations on the crew 
collectively and individually and his occa- 
sional capturing of the mood of the sea 
that make the book. 

“The morning breeze passed through the 
rigging,” goes one realistic description of 
dawn coming in the trade winds -area. 
“Warm as it was we almost shivered as the 
ship dipped, almost imperceptibly, in a 
courtesy that lasted half a minute or so. 
The last of the stars were paling in the 
west, where blue night was in flight; but 
in the morning of the east the clouds were 
rimmed with red. Any moment now, you 
thought, and the sun will rise. Then sud- 
denly it was broad daylight. ... We had 
watched it all in silence, and silent we sat 
on even when two bells sounded. Another 
of the fantastic days of the tropics had be- 
gun, The sea became alive.”

There are other nostalgic descriptions. 
The author makes one see the huge swells 
of the Southern ocean, notorious for the 
greatest rollers in the world. He catches 
the strange odors coming from the head- 
Jands of “seaweed and of earth from the 
still sanwarmed savannas.” And he catches 
that weird aroma from the forepeak 
“musty and heavy with rotting rope and 
water and rust.” 

The book is well illustrated with phote 
graphs of the ship and crew taken during 
the voyage. Such shots as the green sea 
sweeping the deck, and the two seamen 
far out on a lofty yardarm, are rarities in 
this day. All in all, Mr. Thesleff has done | 
a good job of catching the tail end ‘of the 
vanishing era of sail.

Ambassador From Colombia 
Speaks at Pan American 
Dinner Here. 


Friendship and co-operation 
among nations of the Western 
Hemisphere has been firmly es- 
tablished on a political basis, but 
there is an urgent need for great- 
er economic co-operation, Cipri- 
ano Restrepo-Jaramillo, ambassa- 
dor from Colombia to the United 
States, said here last night. 
Ambassador Restrepo, speaking 
at the ninth annual Pan-Ameri- 
can dinner of the St. Louis Coun- 
cil on World Affairs in the Shera- 
ton Hotel, said the Latin Ameri- 
can nations must have “economic 
guidance and encouragement” 
from the United States if they 
are to remain strong links in de- 
fending the Americas against 
Communism. 

“We do not want grants, gifts 
or charity,” Restrepo asserted. 
“What we want is co-operation. 
We want to develop our coun- 
tries exactly as you have devel- 
oped the United States—through 
the free enterprise system, with 
extended education and under 
democratic governments.” 

The bond of friendship and 
good-neighborliness is secure 
among the American republics, 
but the “poverty and misery” 
that is prevalent in many of the 
smaller countries is an invitation 
to the encroachment of Commu- 
nism, the Ambassador warned. 
He blamed the Communists for 
the “unfortunate problems” which 
have beset his government re- 
cently, 

Colombia has been torn by a 
feud between the Conservative 
and the Liberal parties which has 
at times approached civil war 
since the riots of April 1948, when 
the murder of Liberal Leader 
Jorge Gaitan touched off a wave 
of looting, burning and shooting.

The 
days, the weeks, the months trickle 
by and the political arrangements 
on which the NATO structure 
stands grow no stronger. This 
is a challenge for Ridgway at least 
as great as Korea.

“We've got to get the jump 
on the others when the season 
opens,” he explained.

He Won't Be Deceived. 
ORNSBY won't’ deceive 
himself about the quality 
of his players, but he won’t 

give up on them. And they 
won't give up on him. Not if 
they know what’s good for 
them. Where it is a question 
of winning or losing ball games, 
it is unlikely there ever was a 
tougher, colder, harder man 
than the manager of the 
Browns. | 

Visitors to his camp this 
spring found it difficult to ac- 
cept this view of Hornsby. He 
seemed to have limitless pa- 
tience on the field. He did not 
raise his voice unnecessarily. 
He never criticizes a player for 
a mechanical error, unless it re- 
sults from indifference or care- 
lessness. 

“He must have mellowed,” 
one visitor said. Perhaps he 
has, in a sense. - He learned in 
the minors that proper devel- 
opment of a young player re- 
quires time, and that much 
damage can be done by unwise 
haste. He no longer has his 
whip cocked so readily as in 
1926 when he was the driving, 
uncompromising manager of the 
accomplished — but sometimes 
complacent—Cardinals. 

Inwardly, though, he never 
has changed and never can. He 
cares for nothing save baseball 
and he never will permit a play- 
er to concern himself with any- 
thing else during the few hours 
each day when there is work to 
be done. He has no interest 
in the men’s personal lives out- 
side business hours, provided 
their leisure activities don’t .

And trainers of six other 
well-liked horses that stood this 
one out in their stalls in the 
bright green barns along the 
backstretch knew that Hill Gail 
would take a lot of whipping even 
though they add another quarter 
mile on Saturday’s $100,000 clas- 
sic. These are Blue Man, Master 
Fiddle. Cold Command, Gushing

Hill Gall Wanted to Go. 

But their trainers and jockeys 
saw the Calumet “writing on the 
wall’ as the chunky Hill Gail 
roared to the fastest clocking in 
the 15-year history of the Trial.

With his knowledge, the charges 
in his care were openly exploited, 
their physical welfare was neg- 
lected, and he i-:erly failed to 
build their characters or instill 
any morals—indeed if he did not 
impair them. 

“In view of his conduct, Mr. 
Rupp’s sanctimonious attitude be- 
fore me becomes ludicrous and 
comic.” 

Rupp did not answer the 
charges immediately. Nor would 
any officials at the university 
comment.

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BACK IN TOWN 4o re-open his law practice, 
Johnson was struggling with an order for a new 
désk lamp when we talked in his still almost bare 
office in the Paul Brown building. A black-haired 
bantamweight of 42, he turned out to be a dapper 
sort of gent with a well-manicured mustache and 
© tee stickpin in his necktie. 
said I'd heard that spies and counter-spies were 
as. thick in divided Germany as presidential hope- 
fuls at a Demccratic rally. Johnson not only con- 
ceded the point but submitted in evidence the case 
of’ the traveling salesman, the redhead and the 
wily clerk who had the inside track. 


* * * 

THE REDHEAD was an attractive divorcee of 
about 30 who owned a flower shop. When she came 
to see Johnson, however, she hadn’t sold any violets 
for quite a while. Hitchhiking along the highway 
one day, she said, she had been given a ride by a 
friendly traveling salesman. In the course of ex- 
changing notes, she remarked that she had rela- 
tives in the Russian sector of Berlin and a pass to 
visit them. This led the friendly salesman to won- 
der whether she was interested in picking up a 
little extra cash. She was, The salesman said he 
had a pal who worked in Military Government and 
could copy all kinds of colorful papers. Alb they 
needed was a buyer. 

Promptly, the flower lady said, she traveled to 
Berlin and managed to elbow her way into the 
office of a Russian intelligence colonel. The’ colonel, 
in the tradition of intelligence officers in the bet- 
ter spy movies, acted a little bored. He said he’d 
be mildly interested, but only if the redhead could 
supply scme real stuff. 


* * * 

THE REDHEAD SAID she understood perfectly 
and made clear that she wasn’t interested in any 
liftle one-shot deal either. This was going to be 
a long-term arrangement. She would bring the 
colonel some samples. ¥ 

On this business-like note, the conference 
adjourned and the colonel supplied the flower lady 
with a limousine to take “her back to the Western 
German border. 

Around the table of 2 tavern in Wiesbaden the 
plot took shape. The redhead reported What the 
colonel had said: The traveling salesman quickly 
figured that each delivery ought to be worth the 
equivalent of $2500 to the Russians. And his pal, 
the German clerk of the local Military Government, 
finally ccnvinced that his services had found their 
most lucrative market, agreed, they'd all be rich 
in no time. 


* * * 

THE CLERK STOLE duplicate prints of maps 
showing gasoline depots and various “poop sheets” 
on economic matters—all, Johnson says, material 
available through the newspapers—and together 
the trio traveled to Berlin and turned their treas- 
ures over to the Russian colonel. 

The colonel, somewhat unexpectedly, threw them 
all in jail. Specifically, he threw them in separate 
cells and interrogated them about each other. 
Some 30 hours later they were released and given 
a good meal. Sorry, the Russians said, there wasn’t 
anything in these papers that they didn’t already 
know. Go back home, they said, and try again. This 
time there was no limousine to take the spies to 
the border. 

No sooner was the trio back on western soil; says 
Johnson, than the traveling salesman tried to ditch 
the redhead. The redhead failed to appreciate this 
maneuver and spilled her story to American au- 
thorities. For turning state’s evidence she got away 
without being prosecuted. The clerk and the sales- 
man served six months each. But that wasn’t the 
end of it. Not for the redhead. 


x * x 

AS A RESULT of her spying interests, her flower 
shop was closed. The rent became due. She was 
evicted. Furthermore, she had to sell a couple of 
silver foxes to pay for groceries. And so, even after 
her erstwhile co-spies were put away, she kept 
hounding Johnson and his office force. 

She didn’t want much. She only wanted the 
United States Government to set her up in a new 
flower shop and buy her a couple of silver foxes. 


x *k * | 

OTHER “AGENTS,” Johnson relates, are even 
less addicted to reality. Take the case of the some- 
time waitress, aged about 22 and very pretty, who 
applied to American authorities in Frankfurt for 
protection. 

She had been a spy for the Russians, she told 
Johnson, watching American aircraft movements, 
mingling with GI’s and ferreting out the strength 
of their units and their movements. But now, she 
said, she knew too much. The Russians were try- 
ing to do her in. Two men were attempting to 
kidnap her! 

This young woman, it developed, wasn’t even an 
amateur spy. Moreover, she had made the mistake 
of telling a boy friend that she was going to make 
up a fancy story to take to the Americans so they 
would give her money to become a counter-spy. 

“That’s the ideal situation,” Johnson explains. 
“You work for both parties and don’t give either 
of them anything.”

Jackie—who six months earlier, when he was 18 months 
of age, would at a similar command either have run in the 
oposite direction, or shouted, “No,” and stood stock still, 
refusing to budge!

HAS A MIRACLE taken place? Has his parents’ good 
discipline taught Jackie that he must mind immediately when 
he is spoken to? Probably neither. Our own interpretation, 
‘arrived at after watching hundreds of 18-monthers turn 2 
(we were not always right there on the spot; sometimes we 
watched simply through the mother’s eyes), is that the average 
18-monther does not obey direct commands too easily—in 
fact he is inclined to be a bit mulish. The average 2-year-old, 
on the other hand, finds it easy and pleasant to obey. 

And so if you have been relatively calm at your 18-month- 
er’s resistance, and knowing what seeming miracles age can 
bring about, have waited more or less patiently till he might be 
a bit older and abler—you will have been rewarded. 

If, while he was between the ages of 18 months and 2 
years you have consistently punished his every disobedience 
and “forced” him to mind you immediately, by the time he is 
2 you will figure that your firm discipline is finally paying off. 

And, if this happens to be your first child and you were 
extremely disturbed at the fact that as an 18-monther he was 
so resistant to you, you may have sought expert help and 
advice. So the expert gave advice. You followed it. And sure 
enough, after only six months of doing whatever it was that 
you were advised to do, your child has been “cured” of his 
resistance and disobedience. Now he minds you perfectly, or 
almost perfectly. The expert was indeed an expert!

JACKIE HAS JUST .TAUGHT his mother an important 
lesson, if she but looks at it that way. He has shown her that 
readiness for many important behaviors—coming when called, 
and later being able to read the printed word or to write his 
name, or being able to admit wrongdoing when faced with the 
evidence—develops in the human at its own pace. 

If parents can know about what that pace will be, they 
can fit their demands to the child’s capabilities. And can be 
successful. 

This does not mean that you should make no demands. 
It does mean that it is most effective if you can make rea- 
sonable ones.

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Odd Words, Phrases Remain j in Region s Language Despite Wisae of Cultura phi: Writer Says

My friends, most of whom—for 
purposes of classification—would 
be called “cultivated” by dialect 
students, think this sort of thing 
very funny. Yet there are those 
among them who have been heard. 
to say, “I drug my feet,” “My 
husband jist sat there and sulled,” 
and “I sprung my ankle.” 

Most of these deviations from 
standard grammar are the result 
of the Ozarkian’s inclination to 
conjugate verbs the hard way, as 
they were conjugated when the 
English language was young. 

Besides such odd grammatical 
constructions, Ozarkians also have 
a number of words in their vo- 
cabulary which have not been in 
general use in the English lan- 
guage since the time of Shake- 
speare, and dialect collectors are 
busy amassing the surviving speci- 
mens with a feeling that they are 
in a race with radio, television, 
movies, the press and the con- 
solidated school. 

The American Dialect Society, 
for which I am a newly recruited 
collector, will be happy to learn 
from my reports that even we 
comparatively sophisticated resi- 
dents of Springfield, Mo., still are 
using many of the old words and 
expressions that delighted earlier 
students of American speech and 
caused them to classify the 
Ozarks as a “speech-pocket.” 

Our dialect has been discov- 
ered to be a branch of “Appa- 
lachian,” a name given by ety- 
mologists to southern mountain 
speech, which is said to contain 
more archaisms than any other 
branch. of the English language. 
English historian Arnold Toynbee 
has in fact likened us users of it 
to the Kurds and the Pathans and 
the Hairy Ainu, “ ‘fossils’ of ex- 
tinct civilizations which have sur- 
vived in fastnesses and likewise 
relapsed into barbarism there.” 

H. L. Mencken, after quoting 
Toynbee on this (“The American 
Language,” Supplement Two) be- 
gins the next paragraph — which 
he must have intended to be mol- 
lifying to any improbable “fossil” 
who came across it—“It would be 
ridiculous to say that all the Ap- 
palachian mountaineers are on 
this low level or to assume that 
their stock is wholly decayed.” 
A little farther on he adds this 
interesting sentence, ‘‘The speech 
of these poor folk, who have been 
called ‘our contemporary ances- 
tors,’ is ignorant but far from un- 
pleasant, as I can testify who have 
heard it used to preach the Word 


in the mountains. of Eastern Ten-. 


nessee.” 

We Ozarkians, descendants of 
people who came from the Ap- 
palachians, and practically indis- 
tinguishable in speech and folke 
ways from our cousins who re- 
main there, smile tolerantly at 
such extravagances, We believe 
that even those among us who 
have learned to speak and write 
an approximation of formal Eng- 
lish are no more intelligent and 
no more civilized than our grand- 
fathers were, and that the cling- 
ing to the old is more the result 
of a deep-seated aversion to af- 
fectation than of ignorance and 
barbarism. 

x* * 


T seems to me that most Amer- 

icans share this aversion to 

some extent, heartily disliking, 
for example, the extravagant ad- 
verbs—the ‘‘frightfullys” and “‘de- 
lightfullys” of the British. But 
Ozarkians have such a distaste for 
superlatives that they avoid even 
such common adverbs as “quite” 
and “very,” except with a nega- 
tive. They would say, for in- 
stance, “I’m pretty hungry” in- 
stead of “very hungry,” but “I’m 
not very hungry” sounds all right. 
“Very good” and “very well” are 
used but “very” means “fairly” 
there instead of “extremely.” 

There are others of the com- 
monest English words which are 
avoided, not through ignorance of 
them, but because they have, in- 
explicably, an offensively effete 
sound to the Ozark ear. Among 
these are “those,” “doesn’t” and 
“shall.” As one who spoke pure 
hillbilly until I entered high 
school, I speak from personal 
knowledge on this. I was a great 
one for book-reading and had a 
large polysyllabic vocabulary, but 
I still said, “He don’t like them 
apples,” and found the correct 
version strangely jarring. 

While we Ozarkians may be 
justifiably offended by the ety- 
mologists who class us as bar- 
barians, those of us who are aware 
of the distinction are pleased to 
believe that we may be the re- 
pository of a large mass of other- 
wise archaic English. Having a 
great respect for antiquity, we 
are happy to find that a large

number of our special words are 
adorned with “arch.s” and “obs.s” 
by Webster’s dictionary and are 
shown to be derived from .good 
old Anglo-Saxon roots. In fact we 
collectors are apt to develop a 
proprietary feeling toward some 
of these words and to find it 
quite disconcerting to run across 
them in current popular literature. 

And the truth is that we are 
having this experience more and 
more often lately. The current 
trend toward the use of the ver- 
nacular in formal writing and 
speaking is acting as a language 
leveler in a way that the word- 
antiquarians of a few years ago 
did not foresee. In familiarizing 
the country at large with our re- 
gional words and phrases, the ra- 
dio and the press, particularly, 


are obliterating the dialectal na-— 


ture of much of our language and 
causing the educational process 
to work both ways. 

Within the past few months I 
have culled the following exam- 
ples of non-standard usage from 
serious articles in “Time,” “Life,” 
the ‘Saturday Evening Post,” 
“Collier’s and “‘The New Yorker”:

pus, plumb, faze, spang, stomp, 
highfalutin, hornswoggle, nicker,

If Ky is disconcerting to find 
gems from our collection appear- 
ing without a by-your-leave in 
current American literature, it 
is even more frustrating to run 
across them in books that find 
their way over here from England, 
where they have undoubtedly led 
a life of their own and flourished 
without our assistance. British au- 
thor Elizabeth Taylor uses “to 
cotton to” and “to prank,” Henry 
Green uses our “afeard” unabash- 
edly, and in “The Vintage,” An- 
thony West used “to get shot of” 
(Ozarkians prefer “to get shet— 
or shed—of.” And “to quieten 
down,” which we had been led to 
believe was our exclusive proper- 
ty, seems to be standard British.

ITH all of this education go- 
ing on both upward and 
downward, I am happy to be 
able to report that the Missouri 
Ozarks are still a rich field for 
the word prospectors, with the 
rural districts being somewhat 
more productive than the urban. 

The people in Joplin and 
Springfield have enough contact 
with the rural population that 
even its more bizarre language 
peculiarities are usually intelli- 
gible to them. 

Occasionally, it is true, one does 
hear of some rather serious misun- 
derstandings which have arisen 
from language difficulties. I have 
heard of a doctor who started to 
treat a patient with a risin’ in 
his ear and thought for a mad 
moment that he was going to deal 
with a raisin. 

Our rural neighbors often say 
things that strike us as a little 
odd. You hear, “Looks like it’s 
weatherin’ out; I’m proud I wore 
my coat.” And they say “plagued” 
or “ashemed” instead of “embar- 
rassed,” which town people don’t. 

But even in the urban centers 
educated people still say “faunch” 
(which is not in the dicticnaries); 
lawyers talk about “officing”’ with 
one another and “lawing”’; and 
you can still hear “I hope you 
luck,” “I liked to fell,” “feisty,” 
“I reckon,” “bundlesome,” and 
“pretty weather.” Even “The 
baby was snubbing,” “I snurled 
up my nose at it,” and “I don't 
remember of it,” are familiar to 


all. 

Although the Ozarkian vocabu- 
lary has attracted the greatest at- 
tention from  philologists, the 
people still speak with a unique 
and easily identifiable accent and 
still go by their own unwritten 
grammatical rules. 

Furthermore, both in the rural 
and urban districts, they are show- 
ing a healthy resistance to the 
homogenizing influence of the so- 
called cultural media, and it be- 
gins to look as if the rest of the 
country is going to end up seeing 
things our way instead of vice
